Washington, Juno 12..The Senate
to-night, by a vote of 64 to 24, passed
the resolution amending tho Consti¬
tution to provld0 for election of Sena¬
tors by direct pojulor vote. The Brls-
tow amendment, giving to the Federal
government supervision of such elec¬
tions, was adopted, 44 to 44, Vice-
President Sherman casting the 'decid¬
ing ballot. The House already has
passed tho resolution.

Senator Reed,' of Missouri, protested
against the Vlct-Prcsldent casting the
deciding vote.
An amendment by Senator Bacon

qualifying the Brlstow amendment to
prohibit Federal supervision of election
unless tho Stajc Legislatures refuse
or fall to act, Vas defeated, 4S to 43.
Tho resolution tas amended was then
finally adopted.!

i A Political Affair.
The debate ot the resolution began

shortly after m«n. It soon drlfteu
into a political affair. Democratic
Senators crltlclzcl Senator Brislow's
change of atlludo. Mr. Brlstow
framed the principal amendment. In
tho nature of a substitute to the main
proposition, and le sought to continue
tho supervision o senatorial elections
in Congress inetad of delegating It
to the States, as proposed by the House
resolution. In ne last session the
Kansas Senator voted against an
amendment offeret by Senator Suther¬
land, of Utah, wheh wouli have had
the same effect as is own provision oi
this seESion.
Mr. Brlstow saj| that in both In¬

stances his attltu't had been decided
by ,hls desire to >f that which most
ce.'talnly would lr/ure the success of
the popular electtn resolution.
Mr. Borah. In dirge of tho resolu¬

tion, npoke in suiiort of It, and Mr.
Bacon opposed te Brlstow amend¬
ment.
Mr. Stone, of (issourl, arraigned

Mr. Brlstow as "s etching the amend¬
ment" from Mr. siberland. Mr. Brls¬
tow said he first illeved the measure
would be sixonseir.vlthout tSe provi¬
sion, and now brleved It would be

If It is Adopted, Congress Will
Demand Information as to In-
tentions Toward Officials of
American Tobacco Com¬
pany.Protective Tariff
System Is Attacked.

Washington, June 12..Following the
refusal of Attorney-General Wicker-
sham to-day to furnish to the House
Information as to whether criminal
actions are being prepared against
offlcKls of the American Tobacco
Company, Represt-r.tallve Byrnes, ol
Tennessee, Introduced a concurrent
resolution directing Mr. Wickersham
to proceed at once against these offi¬
cers under the criminal section of the
ap.ti-trust laws.
The information which Mr. Wicker¬

sham refused was asked In a House
resolution Introduced by Mr. Byrnes.Mr. Wickersham replied that he did
not believe it "compatible with the
public interest" to make public tho
plans of the Department of Justice.
To-day's resolution names the twen¬

ty-nine Individual defendants In the
American Tobacco Company cases re¬
cently prosecuted by the department
and the American Tobacco Company
and all Its subsidiary companies. The
Individual defendants are:

Attacks Tariff System.
Washington, June 12..An attack

upon the protective tariff system by
an American manufacturer who claim¬
ed to. have studied labor and manu¬
facturing conditions In many countries
of the world held the close attention
of the House of Representatives for
two hours to-day. Representative Wil¬
liam C. Redfield, of Brooklyn, a new
Democratic member, a manufacturer of
machinery and long connected with
export trade, declared to the House
that American manufacturers are
abandoning the protective principle as
unnecessary as they develop more
scientific management of their own
plants as now carried out In the more
advanced American factories
"The protective tariff has simply

enabled American manufacturers to
sell at such high prices that they have
not studied tbeir own conditions
closely." said Mr. Redfield. "They have
relied on government support rather
than upon close business manage¬
ment. Its effect has been to stimulate
the development of plants until they
are now so large that products must
be sold abroad. In this condition the
manufacturers no longer want to pay
the high prices necessary for material
under a protective tariff."

Mr. Redfield declared that Instead of
foreign labor being cheaper, American
labor Is really the cheapest in the
world; that from exhaustive personal
Investigation in many parts of the
world, he knew that no labor pro¬
duced as much product in proportion
to the wages It received as American.
He said the American laboring man

"only wants to be free from old re¬
strictions and outgrown systems."

Mr. Redtield attacked the Republi¬
can principle of a tariff "equal to the
difference In cost at home and ubroad."
He said it was Impossible to determine
this difference In cost, because of
higher quality of American labor and
varying factory conditions.
"The American tar ff board Is

worthless unless empowered to' call
for fhe cost sheets of ths factories en¬
gaged in the line of manufacture It is
studying said Mr. Redfield. "Give
It that power, and see what n howl
goes up from the American manu-^facturers. The truth Is '.hat often the
American cost of production is lower."

Willing to Appear.

THOROUGH CHANGE
SINCE HÄVEMEYER
Policy and Management

of Sugar Trust Are
Different Now.

THIS STORY TOLD
TO COM MITT EE

Plea of Counsel of Trust That
Former Officials Are Awa.it-
ing Trial Is Disregarded
by Congressional Probers,

Who Demand All
the Facts.

Washington, June 12..Ruling that
the facts regarding which former of¬
ficers of the American Sugar Refining
Company, Including former Secretary
Charles R. Heike, who are under in-
dietment and awaltjng trial, are es¬
sential to the Inquiry, the House com¬
mittee of Investigation Into the so-
called sugar trust affairs, to-day re-
quired acting President Edwin F. At¬
kins, of the company, to answer ques¬
tions regarding Its attempts to ac¬
quire the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining
Company, at Philadelphia. Counsel
James M. Beck, for the company. In¬
effectually appealed to the committee
not to go Into this matter on the
ground that former officers of the
company are nwaitirlg trial In Novem¬
ber on a charge of conspiracy to ac¬
quire the Pennsylvania property, and
that their Interests would be preju¬
diced If the committee prejudged tho
case.
Chairman Hardwick and the com-

mlttee overruled this objection, say-
Ing the committee was directed to ln-
vestlgate every phase of the com-
pony's operation, adding that there
was no Intention of prejudging the
case.

Prutentcri to Hnvemeyer.
Mr. Atkins testified that he had no

direct knowledge regarding the Penn¬
sylvania transaction, which, he said,
was negotiated under the presidency
of Henry O. Havcmeyer. He said he
protested years ago to Mr. Havemeyer
against the policy of the company ac¬
quiring beet-sugar plants. The com¬
pany officials point out that the com¬
pany has undergone a thorough
change of management and of policy
since the Havemeyer regime.

Discussing the relations between
the company and the beet-sugar In-
terests, Mr. Atkins said:

"I asked Mr. Havemeyer If it was to

1 subsequently did sell con¬
siderable of my stock."
Asked why he was opposed to the

Mr. Atkins declared he foresaw In
the Western Held a beet sugar Indus¬
try growing which would become a
formidable competitor of the American
company, and, as an Investor, he did
no think it a good proposition to aid
a rival enterprise to a position where
it would have Important effect upon
the business of the industry In which
he was financially interestod. Mr. Ad-
ktns stated that he did not know at
the time he talked to Mr. Havmeyer

j that tho former head of the sugar
trust had already Invested In Western

j beet sugar concerns.
Mr. Adkins testified to-day that the

American Sugar Refining Company's
stock is scattered all over the globe,
with 19.359 stockholders In November.
1910. The average Individual holding
of stock was said to be less than fifty
shares, and more than 9.500 sharehold¬
ers own ten shares or under.

Suhutlts Statement.
Mr. Adkins submitted a statement

which, among other things, discussed
th'e government litigation against the
campany saying:

"In the bill brought by the govern¬
ment to dissolve the company, no act
of any officer of the company since
January 1, 190S. Is even alleged as be¬
ing In restraint of trade. Many of tho
averments in the government's bill aru
either inaccurate or have reference, to
transactions ended prior to January 1,
J90S. or adjudged as lawful in the pro¬
ceedings brought in 1S92 by the gov¬
ernment against this company. in
which the United States Supreme Court
sustained the legality of the company
as then constituted.

"Since this decision of the Supreme
Court, the company has. In expanding
the production of sugar and promoting
commerce therein, acquired stocks In
various beet sugar companies.
"The company has a reasonable con¬

fidence that the validity of these hold-
Ings will he sustained as in expansion
rather than In restriction of trade."
The statement sets forth that the

stockholders of the American Sugar
Company include executors, guardians,

banks, mortgage anil investment com-

They
fasten on the tender second-yojr shoots
and In live minutes a twig a foot long
will be furrowed and burrowed for Its
whole length. At Intervals of about
half an Inch holes a quarter of an inch
deep are bored, and In these are laid
hundreds of tiny whit" eggs about as
big as the head of a pin.
The twigs die within a few weeks,

leaving the trees badly scarred.

TRAIL Of DEATH
AND RUIN LEFT

Conservative Estimate
Places Number of

Dead at 15.

GREAT DAMAGE ON
LOWER PENINSULA
Houses in Newport News Un¬
roofed, Trees and Telegraph
Poles Blown Down and Ship¬
ping in Harbor Disabled.
Losses Probably Will
Exceed $100,000.

Newport News, Va., June 12..Sweep¬
ing out of the Southwest with cyclonic
velocity, a wind, rain, hail and elec¬
trical storm struck the lower end of
the Virginia peninsula late this after¬
noon, and left a trail of death and ruin
In Its wake. At this hour It Is im¬
possible to even estimate the number
of dead, for many small craft, with
their human freight, went down in.the
storm at various points along the
James Rlvor and In Hampton Roads.
Conservative estimates to-night place
the dead at not more than fifteen. None
of the bodies has been recovered, and
nothing Is known here of the identityeVf the missing people, as most of them
were fishermen from distant counties
along the James.

llnvoc In City.
Great havoc was wrought in this

city, houses being unroofed, trees,
wire and telegraph poles being blown
down. Half a dozen vessels, moored
at piers here, broke away and nearlyall were damaged. At the ship yardthe submarine Seal was struck by a
schooner and badiy "disabled, and the
same schooner rammed u hole In the
Old Dominion liner Jamestown. Roofs
of shops at tho ship j.ird also weru
torn away; scaffolding around ships In
course of construction on the stocks
was blown down. Part of the metal
covering on the side of the Chesapeakeand Ohio Elevator B also was blown
away.
Rough estimates place the propertyloss and damage from the storm at up¬wards of 1100,000.
So many live wires fell In the citythat .1 was necessary Vo cut off all

electric current, and the entire Penin¬
sula, Including Newport News, Hamp¬ton nnd Phoebus, Is In total darknc3S
to-night.

Great Damage In Norfolk.
Norfolk, Va., June 12..From 1o'clock this afternoon until 3 o'clock

to-night. Norfolk experienced its worstelectrical storm in tw oyears. Hun¬
dreds of telephones were put out of
commission, trolley cars were tied upfor un hour and a half, the electric
power houses were rendered helplessto furnish lights to the city for nearlytwo hours, several houses were struck
by Ughtnln.T and at least one life waa
lost. The various fire companies an¬
swered seven alarms during the storm.
The new high school was struck bylightning, but was not seriously dam¬

aged. There were a number of stu¬dents in the building at the lime and
the crash caused considerable excite¬
ment, but no one wns injured.

Casey's Broom Factory, in Highland
Avenue, was struck by lightning, and
partly destroyed.
A small boat. In which a negro man

and his small son were fishing, was
capsized by the storm this afternoon.
The boy was drowned. Two men were
reported to have been drowned In
Hampton Roads, when their boat cap¬
sized, but this report lacks confirma¬
tion.
Seven electric trains on the Norfolk

and Southern were rendered helpless
during the storm, their controllers
burning out.
Morn than an Inch of rain fell, and

It is said that this was worth J500,-
000 to farmers in Norfolk and Princess
Anne counties. The potato crop was
almost ruined for want of rain, and
to-day's downpour saved the day.

'/.igrng Course Through Suffolk.
CSpeclal to The Times-Dispatch.JSuffolk. Va., June 12..A cyclone of

peculiar violence passed over a portion
of Suffolk this afternoon, totally de¬
molishing one plant, partially demol¬
ished several others. Injured four per¬
sons and unroofed many buildings, be¬
sides leveling trees and fences and
snapping off telegraph poles.
The two principal buildings in Col¬

onel J. H. MaeCleary's locomotive
shops were made Into heaps of ruins,
and the only thing left to show where
the plant wns Is the office. Three men
were injured, two of them seriously.
Messrs. Gray, Gardner and Marrell.
Others in the plant had gone out to
check a runaway horse, and were
saved. i
A hrick wall of the buggy company's

plant was enved In. The plant of the
Virginia Mills wns struck by lightning
and $.100 worth of damage done. The
plants of' the Montgomery Lumber
Company, Cobb's knitting mills, the
overall factory and others were dam¬
aged by tho wind, which also blow
away an upper corner of the Bank of
Suffolk and rained brick into Wash¬
ington Square The roofs of twelve
or fifteen other buildings were blown
oway. and the damage will run' into
many thousands. The cyclone (lipped
down and did its worst in the .manu¬
facturing d'strtct. The box cars were
sent whirling down the track, and one
of them was wrecked. Heavy sills on
the ground wore tossed In the air like
wheat straws.
The cyclone cloud was seen ap¬

proaching, and was whirling like a

piece of circular rirework3. Live wires
were strewn about the streets, and
transportation was made perilous. The
cyclone's course through the city was
zigzagged.
